However, where two or more cranes are intended to work 
in cooperation, they should be counted as one in applying this table.

[BS EN 1991-3:2006, A.2.2(2)] 

The 7-values for case EQU recommended in the Note to 

BS EN 1991-3:2006, A.2.2(2), should not be used. Instead the 

NA to BS EN 1990:2002+A1, NA.2.23.1 and Table NA.A1.2 (A), should 

be adopted, including the alternative combined verification given in 

the footnote of this table. 

NA.2.8 Definition of ^-values
